The 19^9- 1950 plans call 
for radio! .Icat ion of ell mral population centers, It lias been planned in 
1949 to construct J 40 public radio reception and diatrubvtlon systems vhich 
will su-rve 5?. 500 controllable loudspeakers in kolkhoz houses, to construct 
447 kilometers cv' re broadcasting lines, and install 10,000 regenerative 
receivers for individual use and 890 tube receivers for public use in kolkhozes . 

A number of large ini er kolkhoz public reception and distribution oyc terns 
will be put into operation this year, including one in the village of Mokhnatyy 
Log, Krasnozerskiy Rayon, to serve 1? kolkhozeB and the Mokhnatologovekaya 
MTS; in the village of Kayly, Oyuuhlnakiy Rayon, to serve 10 kolkhozes; and in 
the village of Lyubino, Veserlo: okiy Rayon, to serve 8 kolkhozes and one MTS, 
Construction is being completed on the reception system in the village of 
Yurty, Toguchinskiy Rayon, the largest interkolkhoz system In the oblast, vhich 
will serve 10 kolkhozes and an MTS.
